Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed the art rejections of record. With respect to the Alderete 
reference (US 5,679,551 ),the proposed amendment which recites specifically that the micro-organism produces double 
stranded RNA will overcome this prior art rejection. With respect to the Timmons et al abstract, the Examiner needs to 
further consult with a TC1600 TQAS regarding whether the abstract has any connection with the Timmons et al 
reference (Nature 395:854, 1998) and whether the rejection can be properly maintained. With respect to the Fire 
reference (US 6,506,559), with the proper amendments which recite certain limitations (e.g., promoters flanking a DNA 
sequence) the rejection will be overcame because the provisional application 60/068,562 of US 6,506,559 does not 
have any support for such limitations. The examiner further informed Applicants that upon filing an RCE, the 
application will be transferred to an appropriate examiner in GAU 1635. SPE Woitach already informed and discussed 
the issues of the instant application with the SPE of GAU 1 635.
